After the accident he was rushed 
to the Frederick Hospital but physi­ 
cians said he was dead dpon arrival 
and probably had been killed in­ 
stantly. 
Ironically, a sister of Knox was 
a nurse in charge of the em er­ 
gency room at Frederick Memo­ 
rial Hospital when the body was 
brought there. She pulled back a 
sheet, to discover the victim was 
her brother. 
Knox, wtio was employed by the 
Cambridge Rubber Compar.v at T a­ 
neytown. was a veteran of service 
in the Armv.

ences oetween America and India is 
concerned—is "the way boys and 
girl*, men and women, work, play 
and enjoy their live* together. * 
D hanajlrao J. Jadhav, of Bom­ 
bay. said the dignity of labor in 
the U S. was Jvs greatest impres­ 
sion. "I was am azed to find that 
the farm ers here work exeremelv 
hard themselves. In India the land 
owner does no 
work him self—he 
merelv rup^rv’ses. I think the fact 
th a t the farm ers work themselves 
helps account for th e high standard 
of living in America. It also puts 
everyone on the same level and 
m akes democracy easier. 
R at Kinkar Choudhury. of West 
Bengal, and C. M. R ajan. of Traverse 
Cochin, joined in reporting they had 
found “American wonderful, and the 
people—well we have never experi­ 
enced such friendship.“ 
Jadhav, along with the others, 
praised the fam ilies with whom they 
lived during the last three months. 
He said he was most impressed by 
the fact th a t one man can operate 
and manage a farm even during 
harvest seasons by using machinery. 
In his native India, he said a farm 
the size of Mrs. Rose Murren'*—at 
whose home he 
resided the last 
m onth—would require ten men full 
tim e and extra help at harvest time 
—since all work is done by hand He 
also was am azed at the variety of 
crops grown in America, the live­ 
stock and poultry raised, the crop 
rotation and cultivation and, espe­ 
cially, the machinery. 
Milk records interested him. Cows 
in India average 600 pounds of milk 
a year.

In his appeal to young m en Louis 
Pasteur, the great French scien­ 
tist and founder of the science of 
bacteriology', 
had
